for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1973 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1973.  It  is  also  with  some  sadness 
that  I write  this  Report  — the  last  Report  of  a Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  this  Urban  District  Council  since  by  next  year  Local 
Government  Reorganisation  and  Reorganisation  of  the  National 
Health  Service  will  have  taken  place. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  are  not  available  at  the  time 
this  Report  goes  to  print,  and  are,  therefore,  not  included.  It  was 
however  necessary  to  finish  the  Report  because  of  Reorganisation  of 
Local  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service  on  1st  April, 
1974. 

Infectious  Deseases  and  Immunisation 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified.  Only  two  were  cases  of  infective  jaundice. 

There  were  79  cases  of  measles. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948 

I am  glad  to  say  that  no  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 
During  August  1973,  the  Department  suffered  a great  loss  when 
Mr.  A.  Keeling  died.  He  is  very  much  missed. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Whitten  and  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  help  during  this  year  and 
throughout  the  eight  years  I have  been  in  the  District. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
support.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  this  my  twenty-fourth  Annual 
Report  showing  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. 

This  will  also  be  the  last  report  to  be  made  to  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Kirkby-in-Ashfield,  but  even  so,  I have  to  report 
considerable  improvements  that  have  been  made  in  many  fields  of 
public  health  during  this  final  year. 

Two  smoke  control  areas  came  into  operation  and  a further 
order  was  made  during  the  year,  in  fact,  more  progress  was  made 
during  1973  with  regard  to  smoke  control  than  in  any  other  year. 
A considerable  part  of  the  credit  for  this  progress  was  due  to  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  A.  Keeling,  a fact  that  made  his  untimely  death  during 
the  year  even  sadder. 

A work-studied  bonus  scheme  for  workmen  of  the  Health 
Department  was  started  during  the  year  and  after  some  teething 
troubles  it  settled  down  and  provided  the  workmen  with  a good 
scheme  and  the  householders  of  the  district  with  a regular  collection 

of  refuse. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  inteiest  and 
to  Dr.  Haynes  and  all  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  and  my  own  staff  for  their  support  at  all  times.
